AN ANCIENT BRITISH VESSEL. 

A discovery bas just been mado at Brigg 
which hss aronsed considerable intorest 
aniong antiquarinns, While engaged in exea- 
yating at, the gusworks some, workmen came 
upon a large boat ombéddod in the clay aome 
threé or four feet below the surface. Oa 
the boat being bared it was found to bo 
48fttlang, ft. din. wide, and ft. 9ia, deop. 


Lt is undoubtedly of very ancient construc: 
tion, buing out af a solid piece of oak, Asa 
monument of the labours of the early ine 
Labitants of this country the vessel is unique. 
Whom two or three foot of the. soil and 
marine warp had been excavated the bead of 
the vessol prosented, itself. Lt wae not 
known to boother than a pieceof oak,and was 


consequently damaged to some slight extents; 


it was followed up, and found to be a boat, 
whereon careful excavation ensued, The
